Due to the recent postponem ent of 
the swine flu im m unization program 
in Texas, the num ber of clinics in 
Plano will be reduced 
According ta Lucy W illiamson of the 
Region V Im m unization Division, only 
one public clinic will be operated on 
the weekend of Nov. 6-7 However, the 
clinic will be in operation on the east 
side of Plano on Saturday and on the 
west side Sunday 
Free public swine flu shots will be 
given from 9 a m to 5 p m. Saturday. 
Nov. 6, at Bowman Middle School, 
while the I to 7 p m. Westside clinic 
will be at Wilson Middle School. 
“ Our m ain problem is a shortage of 
the Ped-O-Jet injectors,” revealed 
Bob English, spokesm an for the State 
Dept, of Health Resources. “ Because 
of the delay, we a re having to double 
up in some areas, as far as clinics are 
concerned, and w e’re having to limit 
the injectors to two per city .” 
Originally, Plano was to have from 
six to eight of the injectors, English 
had said earlier in the month 


“ But now, we have several cities in 
our area which will be conducting 
clinics at the sam e tim e—McKinney, 
for exam ple,” he added 
Although the cancelling of one of 
Plano’s two public clinics has cut 
down on the num ber of volunteers 
needed to help in the program , there 
still is a need for volunteer nurses on 
both days to adm inister the injections 
and work in the clinics 
Mrs. Ida W ellm an, co-chairperson 
of 
th e 
F irs t 
L a d y ’s 
V olunteer 
Program in Collin County, said that 
nurses should be either registered or 
licensed vocational nurses, in order to 
work in the clinics. 
“ To actually give the injections, 
they ought to be registered in T exas,” 
E nglish

W ellm an’s request. “ However, even if 
they’re registered out of state, they 
can be of great help in the clinics.”

“ T h ey ’re 
stepping up shipm ents, though, so I 
don’t think we ll actually run out of 
the vaccine at any point It m ay cause 
some m inor delays in some areas 
Plano apparently will not be one of 
those areas, though, says English 
“We ll be getting som e vaccine into 
Plano Monday evening, but it c e r­

Recovery Continuing 
In Ferryboat Disaster 


Dear Dr. Greenstone, How can I, as a teacher, help to 
handle the problems of children in my classroom which are 
directly related to the marriage problems and family 
upheaval of their parents? These marriage and family 
problems seem to have a direct effect on the student, and 
often create problems academically and socially. I feel al 
somewhat of a loss, and need some guidance to know what to 
do. and how to do it effectively. 
Dear Reader. There is probably little if anything at all that 
you can do to solve the marriage and family problems that a 
child’s parents may be experiencing There is also little that 
you can do to change the leelings that the child may be 
feeling as a result of such family turmoil 
In a very real sense, such feelings are expected, and he 
has a right to have them Attempts to talk him out of such 
feelings, or a loss of perspective on your part will ae 
complish nothing of positive value. What he feels, he feels, 
and no amount of logic or diversion will change that ex 
perience 
Additionally, many times we will react to such individuals 
out of our own sense of need to resolve the problems quickly, 
and reduce our own uncomfortableness To the degree that 
this is true and unrecognized in ourselves, to that degree will 
we fail in our attempts to be truly helpful. Although it may be 
necessary for you to recommend professional help for both 
parents and child, keep in mind that you cannot be the 
youngster’s therapist or the marriage counselor for his 
parents. 
The child in such a situation as you describe, needs to 
know that someone understands, or at least is trying to 
understand, what he feels. He needs this understanding 
without evaluation, and without suggestion as to solution 
unless he requests it. 
He will probably benefit most in the school setting from a 
teacher who “ tunes-in” to the emotions that he may be 
feeling, and who lets him know that he is tuned in Such 
understanding goes a long way. Not only does the youngster 
feel understood, which in many cases is all that is needed, 
but he also knows that he is important enough for someone. 
an adult, to take time to really “ hear” him. 
Additionally, a child who feels this depth of understanding 
from you may feel less confused about his emotions. If you 
can sort them out enough to let him know that you are in-tune 
with him. he may feel that the task of doing the same is not 
as overwhelming as he once thought. 
Kids have a remarkable ability to cope effectively with 
their feelings without adult intervention. Sometimes these 
coping mechanisms are slowed by confusion and doubt, but 
they exist just the sam e and can be again revitalized and 
used if given the chance We as educators, outsiders and 
friends can positively effect this revitalization by our sen­ 
sitive approach to the problems at hand 
Tune in. let your students know that you are tuned-in and 
show that you accept them and their feelings for what they 
are at the moment. Then, step aside and observe the results, 
of your endeavors emerge as they will The results are often 
surprising and remarkable to watch, and while you have not 
caused the results, your understanding has enabled them to 
come about,
